village of Vitd, in front of one of their 
positions.

artillery on the right and center, and 
prevented the Japanese from occupying 
the village.

LONDON, Jan. f <—According to the 


Daily Mail's 'correspondent from Chec 
Foo, Baron Klelst, a Russian naval of- 
ncer, says that lack of ammunition 
was" the main factor In determining 
the surrender of Port Arthur and that 
since September, when the first gen- 
eral order was issued announcing its 
scarcity, th* greatest'economy was ex- 
ercised.

Nation.! and State Fereet Policy • 
'" 


WASHINGTON, I>- C., Jan. «.—The 


subject of national forest policy was 
taken up this morning by the Ameri- 
can Forest Congress and was discus- 
sed from every point of view. 


The officials of the General Land 


Office, Geological survey, and the Bu- 
reau of Ferestry led the discussion and 
outlined at great length the present 
work aiid future plans of the Federal 
government In regard to forests and 
their preservation. 


The congress closed Its work this 


afternoon with a session devoted to 
the discussion of State forest policy. 
State forest officials and ftL'ents of the 
Bureau of Forestry, who have been ex- 
tensively 
engaged in 
co-operative 


state forest work, treated the subject 
In a practical way. 


As a result of the discussions It Is 


expected 
that 
uniform 
legislative

"Go to sleep little one, or I will call 


the policeman" or "Johnnie, If you are 
not good, I will tell the policeman and 
have you taken to Jail," are the words 
that many mothers of th* city use in 
frightening their children Into obeying 
them, never thinking that the little 
children to whom these words are ad- 
dressed remember them and always 
start with fright when the word po- 
liceman is uttered or run for protec- 
tion every time they see a large, goo< 
natured guardian of the peace coming 
down the street. The youngsters do 
not know that the officers are always 
looking out to see that everyone, es- 
pecially the children, are safe from 
harm. 


"The police are Innocently used by 


the majority of parents as a whipping 
post." as Chief Leeper expresses it, 
and are feared as a bogle man In ev- 
ery household, when they should be 
pointed out as guardians of all and a 
person to whom all little ones should 
go to seek protection. 
v 


Thls state of affairs was brought 


forcibly to the mind of the Chief of 
Police a few days ago, when a gen- 
tleman of the city stopped him on the 
street and said: "Chief, I am going to 
bring my little son down, to see you. 
He runs away all the time and I want 
you to scare him." The Chief looked 
at the gentleman for a moment and 
said: 
"Bring your little son down sir; I 


wont to see him and will make him 
understand that all policemen are his! 
frieads;. not his enemies." The chief I 
than continued to explain to the start- J 
led father why he would not scare the 
child. 
In explanation, he sold: 


"Many parents make a great mis- 


take by scaring their children and 
making them obey by means of men- 
tioning a policeman's name. Now this 
la more than a mistake; it really puts 
the little ones In a dangerous posi- 
tion, as they will often run Into dan- 
ger to escape a policeman, when they 
should run to him for protection. Po- 
licemen are as a rule the most kind 
hearted men in the world and it is 
a Bhome that they should be -feared by 
all children and pointed out by all 
parents as persons to be feared. 


"Now I am a policeman myself and 


I know how It is. 
I walk along the 


street and every little girl «>r boy I 
meet, that I am not personally ac- 
quainted with, shuns me In passing am 
will walk on the farthest edge of the 
side walk to avoid me as much aa pos- 
sible. 
I know they fear me and I am 


sorry for them, because I love child 


ren. 


"I have always taugh my children 


to respect policemen and have alway 
told them to seek a policeman when In 
trouble, no matter where they were 
My youngest boy remembered this and 
this knowledge kept him from being 
lost on a recent trip to San Francis- 
co. 
I wan already there and he was 


to meet me. 
He came on a delayed 


train and I missed him. I wandered 
through the city, going to the differ- 
ent stations and asking the different 
conductors If they had seen him, but 
A was useless. Flnelly I was going from 
Oakland to San Francisco after search- 
Ing In Oakland for him and was sur- 
prised to find him on the boat. It was 
then 2 o'clock In the morning, but he 
did not seem to be at all frightened. 
Of course he was safe, but I asked him 
how he knew where to go as he had 
never been In a large city before and 
he said: 


" *O, I asked a policeman what to 


do.' I then said, well, If I had not seen 
you, 
what would you have done?. He 


replied by saying 'that he would have 
been taken there.' 


"My son IB only a child but he was 


as safe in the big city as he would be 
at home, and Just because he did not 
fear the officers, but had he feared the 
officers he would have been loBt."
